Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

(A) Applicant contends that the Michalski reference is not enabling. 

(B) Applicant contends that Michalski does not disclose a system in which matches are reported based on chains of person-to-person 
relationships that are established between the searcher and target. 

(C) Applicant contends that Michalski does not disclose a connection strength between each two people forming a person-to-person 
connection in a chain of person-to-person connections exceeding a connection threshold. 

In considering (A), the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

There are many factors to be considered when determining whether there is sufficient evidence to support a determination that a 
disclosure does not satisfy the enablement requirement and whether any necessary experimentation is "undue." These factors 
include, but are not limited to: 

(A) The breadth of the claims; 

(B) The nature of the invention; 

(C) The state of the prior art; 

(D) The level of one of ordinary skill; 

(E) The level of predictability in the art; 

(F) The amount of direction provided by the inventor; 

(G) The existence of working examples; and 

(H) The quantity of experimentation needed to make or use the invention based on the content of the disclosure. 

It is improper to conclude that a disclosure is not enabling based on an analysis of only one of the above factors while ignoring one or 
more of the others. The analysis must consider all the evidence related to each of these factors, and any conclusion of nonenablement 
must be based on the evidence as a whole. 858 F.2d at 737, 740, 8 USPQ2d at 1404, 1407. 
The Examiner believes that the Applicant has not addressed more than one of the factors listed above. 

In considering (B), the Examiner respectfully diagrees. The Examiner considers the claim using the broadest reasonable interpretation. 
A personal relationship is considered any interaction between two persons. The claim is not clear as to how personal or how well the 
people know each other. The Examiner believes there is sufficient evidence in Michalski to support the claimed limitation requiring a 
personal relationship by disclosing a level of trust to help people distinguish a likely connection. 

In considering (C), the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner believes that connection strength can be broadly interpreted as 
how trusting a person is to another. Michalski discloses a gatekeeper agent that gives access at varying leves of security and trust 
implying a connection strength based on trust. 
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
